The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claim 1 would be allowable over the prior art of record because the closest prior 
art Kimura et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,767,901), cited in the IDS filed April 24, 2006, does 
not teach a data writing apparatus comprising the claimed "pixel data outputting device", 
"calculating device", "address setting device" and "writing device", in combination with 
other limitations of claim 1 . 

Claims 2-5 depend on claim 1 . 

Claim 6 is allowable over the closest prior art of record Kimura (U.S. Patent No. 
5,767,901) because Kimura does not disclose a combination of the claimed "pixel data 
outputting device" and "writing device" of the image reading apparatus, and "a 
restoration outputting device" of the image processing apparatus, in combination with 
other limitations of claim 6.
